Firemen De 


The citizens of Placentia appeared 

- this week to have won their case 

against a $15.5 million Yaw suit 

instigated three years ago by the 

now defunct Placentia chapter 

AFL-CIO Firefighters Local Union 
No. 2147. 

The suit was brought by the local 
firemen when labor negotiations 
turned into the city’s proposal for a 
40-hour week for firemen. The men 
were seeking considerably higher 
pay and shorter hours. The $15.5 
million suit was then filed against 
members of the city council and 
some department heads. 

The action this past week was by 
the State Sypreme Court of 


California which denied an appea 
by the firefighters, through their 
attorney Richard Silber. The high 
court said that it had reviewed the 
petition and on the face of it could 
find no reason to pursue the item 
further. The denial was reported by 
Ralph Hoyt, Oakland, special 
attorney for the city of Placentia. 

Silber said last week he had not as 
yet received the official word from 
the court but that he understood that 
it had been denied. . 

‘Then that’s the end of it,’’ he 
stated. He said there was no further 
appeal possible. 

Placentia, which at one time had a 
highly acclaimed fire department,

ame ‘the scene of unusual 
activity, picketing, legal actions, law 
suits and other events over the past 
years until the local fire department 
was merged into Orange County 
service for which the city now has 
contracted. 

The $15.5 million. lawsuit, 
formulated by the fire union, has 
added considerably to Placentia’s 
budget expense as union attorneys 
have carried it up through court 
echelons. The city has found it 
necessary to employ additional and 
special counsel. 

The first hearing in Superior 
Court in Santa Ana was found in 
favor of the city in May, 1973 with 


Judge William S. Leé presiding. 

This was then appealed by the 
union to the Fourth District 
Appellate Court in San Diego where 
three judges heard the petition and 
ruled against it. Silber then 
appealed it to-the State Supreme 
Court. 

In the Appellate Court decision 
judges stated: ‘‘A reasonable case 
can be made for the 40-hour work 
week of five eight-hour days. The 
firm adherence to such a work week 
based upon such reasons is not 
inevitably a demonstration of bad 
faith.’’ 

In Judge Lee’s decision, the 
Superior Court magistrate wrote:

‘‘The suitability of the eight-hour- 
day work schedule is a question of 
policy within the exclusive province 
of the city council and will not be 
considered or decided by the court. 

‘The charges that city officials 
interfered or attempted to interfere 
with the right of employees to 
participate in union affairs and 
misrepresented to newly hired 
employees the state of its 
relationship with the union, are 
unfounded.”’ 

Other former firemen matters still 
in the courts or in arbitration, 
concern a court case brought by two 
former Placentia firemen to collect,

SOCIAL ELEMENT 
GENERAL PLAN 


A Social Element, apparently 
representing two years of study by 
the city’s Social Services depart- 
ment and purporting to be a 
guideline for the city’s General Plan 
for the next 12 years, was expected 
to be presented to the city council 
Tuesday night. ‘ 

The surprisingly ambiguous 
document fails to describe or define 
locally surveyed social needs in 
Placentia, to offer solutions .or 
suggest specific future planning. 

The.two impressive Community 
Centers are not even alluded to. 

The rather vague document 
presents such ill-defined truisms as 
‘*goals and objectives’, ‘‘determine 
needs’, ‘‘inventory current re- 
sources’’, ‘‘meeting needs’’, ‘‘im- 
plementation’ and ‘‘evaluation.”’ 

The booklet fails to convince the 
reader that any of the above 
categories has been specifically 
identified, implemented or accom- 
plished in the two years since the 
Social Services department was 
created and manned. However, an 
August 29, 1975 Social Services 
Annual Report, apparently to be 
used as an appendix to the Social 
Element, lists 30 pages of data of far 
ranging activities. 

Much of the statistical informa- 
tion included in the 42-page Social 
Element-General Plan document 
has been adapted from the recent 
door-to-door census. Little of it 
shows any additional analysis. 

Language used in the report 
includes such discouraging informa- 
tion as: ‘‘Asa provider, the city must 
initiate and fund new programs. 
This not only can be a complicated 
and expensive procedure, but the 
new program may not accomplish 
it’s purpose. Since there is often no 
way of knowing this in advance, both 
time and funds are lost.’’ 

There is no explanation given as to 
why this trial and error method is the 
only one available to the long 
suffering taxpayer. 

The report also intimates at one 
point that even when people are 
asked what their needs are, they 
may give back different information 
depending on the way the 
questioning is done. No solutions for 
this apparently baffling dilemma 
appear to be forthcoming. 

If scientific, professional and 
thorough surveys of the social needs 
of Placentia citizens have been made 
since the Social Services depart- 
ment was formed two years ago, the 
document fails to include these. This 
appears to be a project for the next 
12 years. 

Confusing also to the reader is an 
attempt to prove that the city has 
always had social services by listing 
police protection, fire protection 
(public safety entities), libraries, 
parks and recreation programs, all 
funded and under other supervision 
and agencies. 

Excerpts from the master plan 
reveal such information as: ‘‘The 
planning process focuses on: 1. The 
present--usually through an inven- 
tory to determine current status; 2. 
The future--as listed in goals and 
objectives; and 3. The means of 
proceeding fram the present to the 
future--by establish policy.’’ 

No explanation is given as to why 
none of these things is underway 
and why no target dates or specific 
plans are listed, 

Mentioned in the report is that the 
city made a postcard survey in 
January, 1975, in connection with a

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Efforts Flourish 


SPECIAL FROM BURLINGAME— 
The California Teachers Association 
(CTA) announced today that as of 
May 20 some 219 CTA/NEA local 
affiliates representing some 52,805 
teachers have been _ officially 
recognized as sole bargaining 
agents in their school districts. 

(Among these is the Placentia 
Unified Education Association 
(PUEA), the local bargaining agent, 
which the local group reports is 
affiliated with California Teachers 
Association/National Education As- 
sociation.) 

‘Reports of more and more 
no-contest recognitions are pouring 
in every day,’’ declared CTA 
President Stephen H. Edwards, Jr. 

A surprising no-contest win, 
Edwards reported, was in Burbank, 
the headquarters of the California 
Federation of Teachers (CFT/AFT, 
AFL/CIO), where the union could 
not muster the necessary 30 per cent 
signatures on a petition to challenge

CTA/NEA_ to_ represent the 
600-member unit. Others were in 
Fresno, a 2,400-member unit; 
Norwalk-La Mirada, 1,227; Monte-

Edwards said the number of 
teachers represented in the 
CTA/NEA exclusive bargaining 
units far outstrips the total CFT 
membership of about 35,000.

which the school board _ has 
challenged the unit claiming support 
of the majority of teachers; (2)

Increas- 
ingly, postmen are being harassed 
by loose or stray dogs who have no 
obvious owners. These animals are 
hard to identify when reported to

Animal Control Officers. Therefore, 
postmen have been instructed to 
withhold delivery from areas where 
such animals are roaming the 
streets. 

When the postman returns to his 
delivery station, he reports the name 
and address of the customer where 
the dog has interfered with delivery 
of mail.The Supervisor will tele- 
phone or otherwise inform the 
customer of the local leash law and 
request that the animal be confined 
during the hours of delivery in the 
neighborhood. Relocating the mail- 
box to a point where the animal 
cannot interfere with delivery may 
solve the problem, providing the 
mailbox is in a spot convenient for 
the carrier. to serve. 

If the customer does not wish to 
cooperate, or if the animal is still 
interfering on the next delivery 
attempt, or if no other means of 
notification is possible, the mail will 
be held at the Station pending a 
personal visit by the customer to 
discuss the matter. 

If the carrier is bitten, mail service 
to the home of the dog’s owner is 
discontinued. The Postmaster must 
be assured, in writing, that the dog 
will be contained during deliveries 
before mail service can be resumed 
to the owner’s residence. Mean- 
while, for a limited time, the 
customer may pick up his mail at the 
Station during business hours. The 
owner may be fined if the city’s leash 
law. has been violated. Animal 
Control Officer is notified and

Preservation Of Ontiveros Adobe Sought 


A first step in the possible 
preservation of the Ontiveros Adobe 
on Crowther Street near Kraemer 
Boulevard in Placentia, one of the 
oldest buildings in the county, was 
taken last week by members of the 
Orange County Historical Commis- 
sion. 

The commission received per- 


mission from the Orange County 
Board of Supervisors to direct the 
attention of the city of Placentia 
toward preservation of the building, 
listed as ‘‘an important historical 
landmark.”’ 

The commission expressed con- 
cern that the adobe might be lost to 
future generations. 


Permission from the supervisors 
is required before a city can be 
approached with a commission 
project. 

The adobe is located on land 
owned by members of the Kraemer 
family and was built by Juan Pacifico 
Ontiveros who acquired the land in 
1837. 


Placentia Professor Given Grant 


The discovery of a new and better 
mathematical method of solving 
problems related to laws of change 
in the natural and social sciences has 
resulted in a $9,900 grant at 
California State University, Fuller- 
ton, to a Placentia resident. 


The grant from the National 
Science Foundation continues its 
support of the mathematics 


research of Dr. Richard C. Gilbert, 
professor of mathematics. To date, 
the NSF has awarded $26,700 to 
Gilbert for his research in functional 
analysis. Gilbert, who lives in 
Placentia, has been at Cal State

ity Development,  seekirig to 
establish a priority list on city needs. 
A total of 507 postcards were mailed 
back, choosing improving commun- 
ity services for low and moderate 
income residents first and second, 
installing sewer lines, streets, etc. 

In 1974, another survey involving 
229 adults and 173 eleventh graders, 
‘randomly selected’’, was conduc- 
ted and from a prespecified list, 
mutual answers of needs from both 
groups included six: cost of medical 
care; lack of jobs for young people; 
atmospheric pollution; crimes a- 
gainst property; shortage of 
gasoline and juvenile delinquency. 

The currently proposed Social 
Element to the General Plan, in its 
list of public agency resources, 
includes the probation department, 
the police department, and the 
recreation department. It also lists 
school districts and library districts 
although these do not come under 
city jurisidiction. 

On a ‘‘private agency resources 
list’’ the report names. one 
humanitarian organization which 
reportedly disbanded several 
months ago; athletic and recreation- 
al groups under other jurisdictions; 
at least five groups that are 
subsidized by United Way ‘funding; 
at least five groups that depend 
entirely or heavily on taxpayer funds 
rather than private money and the 
Placentia Senior Citizens Club which 
meets in a publicly owned building 
and whose extensive traveling 
program has been conducted 
exclusively under city government- 
appointed supervision. 

Other active groups in the city, for 
some reason are completely ignored 
in the report. Only five groups in the 
city are listed as doing volunteer 
work. Many others who do nothing 
but volunteer and civic work are, for 
some reason excluded. 

The Social Services department in 
the upcoming city budget is seeking 
$93,625 with salaries and wages for 
four people of $53,276; fringe 
benefits of $7,697; materials and 
supplies of $25,652 for a total 
operating expense of $86,625. The 
request also includes the purchase 
of two 3976 compact vehicles for 
$7,000. 

These requests have been 
to a recommendation for $52,132 in 
salaries for four people; $6,452 in 

‘fringe benefits and $13,975 in 
materials and supplies for a total 
operating expense of $71,659, 
excluding the two new vehicles. 

It will be interesting to see what 
becomes of that much money.

requested to quarantine the dog to 
determine whether or not the dog is 
rabid. 

If the carrier needs a doctor’s care 
or is hospitalized because of the bite, 
the cost of medical treatment is 
charged to the owner of the dog. 
Even the slightest nip from a dog can 
be a source of infection, so, in all 
cases, the carrier receives a tetanus 
shot and often makes several return 


visits to have the wound examined 
and the bandages _ changed. 
Sometimes dog bites are so severe 
that the carrier loses time from the 
job and often results in a law suit 
filed by the carrier’s attorney. 
Dog owners are cautioned to 
control their animals so as not to 
cause interruption of mail service or 
costly medical treatments and 
claims for damages.

dear Mr. Laborde: 


In response to your letter of April 
30, 1976, I offer the following 
information. 

You open your letter with the 
allegation that you had requested 
‘master plan for Chapman Avenue 
from Placentia Avenue to Kraemer 
Boulevard’’ and that I have 
consistently denied having any plan. 

I was appointed City Clerk in 1969 
and during that time to the present, 
you have only asked me once for any 
items. On that particular occasion, 
in the early part of 1975, you came to 
my home on a weekend and stated 
that Ordinance 247 dated in 1961 
stated that the Master Plan of 
Streets and Highways should be 
maintained in the City Clerks Office. 
I responded that I did not have any 
personal knowledge if the cited 
document was filed in my office or 
not and that I would search for it. 
The following Monday, after you 
visited my home, I did locate the 
document. I informed you of this fact 
the next day in your office. 

The next paragraph in your letter 
cites a precise alignment map of 
Chapman Avenue from Bradford 
Avenue to Kraemer Boulevard and 
then in the same paragraph you ask 
for a ‘‘Chapman Avenue Master 
Plan from Placentia Avenue to 
Kraemer Boulevard’’. This is very 
confusing because you equate the 
two documents when they are 
actually two different items. 

In complying with your requests, I 
first had to establish whether those 
items you asked for actually existed. 
As I suspected, and as supported 
by the attached memorandum from 
Ben Minamide, Director of Com- 
munity Development/City Engin- 
eer, what you requested does not 
exist, so how do you expect it to be 
filed in the City Clerks Office? 

Your final paragraph requests 
information on precise alignment 


maps of Melrose Avenue, Madison 
Avenue and Bradford Avenue. Per 
Mr. Minamide’s memorandum, 
these precise alignments do not 
exist. 

You may have noticed the 
considerable time lapse from the 
time of your initial letter, April 30, 
1976 and my response. This was due 
to the fact that I researched your 
request and statements thoroughly. 
I can state that I did my homework 
well in résponse to your letter; in the 
future I recommend that you do 
likewise.

Pursuant to our recent conversa- 
tion, I will attempt to shed light on 
the questions posed by Peter 
Laborde in his letter of April 30, 
1976, addressed to you. 

He states: ‘‘On January 13, 1976, 
I requested from your secretary the 
Precise Alignment Map of Chapman 
Avenue from Bradford Avenue to 
Kraemer Boulevard. She told me 
that she did not know if there was 
such a map in your files, but that she 
would check with you and let me 
know your reply. Several times since 
then we have phoned her because 
she has not responded to our request 
and we received the same answer 
from her as before. Therefore, I am 
asking you directly for Chapman 
Avenue Master Plans’ (from 
Placentia Avenue to Kraemer 
Boulevard) and would appreciate 
your personal reply in writing’’. 

His statement is confusing 
because: 1.) He speaks of a Precise 
Alignment Map in the first sentence 
and refers to a Master Plan in the 
second. It sounds as if fey are both 


the same thing but they are not. An 
information definition might be as 
follows: Master Plan- A plan that 
shows the general alignment, limits 
and right of way widths for arterial 
streets to support land use in the 
City. Precise Alignment- A plan that 
specifically delineates a precise 
street alignment in a manner such 
that the centerline is traceable by 
land surveying techniques from 
known points of origin. 

It would be impossible for you to 
supply him a Precise Alignment 
Map of Chapman Avenue from 
Bradford Avenue ‘to Kraemer 
Boulevard since none has been 
adopted for those limits. There is no 
separate Master Plan for 
Chapmag Avenue between any 
limits because a Master Plan of 
Streets for all of Placentia was first 
adopted on November 21, 1961, and 
later amended. Your office has 
previously supplied Mr. Laborde 
with the 1961 Master Plan as 
prepared by planning consultants, 
Hahn, Wise and Barber. What 
exactly was asked for is unclear. 

For your information, there have 
been three Precise Alignments 
adopted on Chapman Avenue: 

3/18/69 Resolution 69-R-116 Pre- 
cise Plan for Chapman Avenue from 
100’ east of Anned Drive to Kraemer 
Blvd. 

4/18/72 Resolution 72-R-143 Prec- 
ise Plan for Chapman Avenue 
between Kraemer Blvd. and 
Orangethorpe Avenue. 

4/6/76 Resolution 76-R-124 Precise 

Plan for Chapman Avenue from 
Murray Street to 100’ east of Anned 
Drive. 

He asks: ‘‘Also, I would like to 
know if you have precise alignment 
maps of Melrose Avenue, Madison 
Avenue, and Bradford Avenue, and 
if so I would like to view them’’. 

There has not been any precise 
alignment adoptions on the above 
named streets.

Laborde Answers Ponce 


Placentia City Clerk Edmund M. 
Ponce 
Dear Mr. Ponce: 

In reply to your letter received 
today, May 22, 1976, I would like to 
bring the following facts to light. 

1. On January 1972, in reference 
to the widening of Chapman 
Avenue, city staff claimed that 
Chapman Avenue had never had a 
Master Plan, alignment or any kind 
of a plan. I claimed then and I claim 
now that Chapman Avenue has had 
an established alignment. Rev. B. E. 
Gebhart, of Church of The Nazarene 
also supported my claim to City 
Council. He asked Council what had 
become of the Chapman Avenue 
Master Plan that he had been shown 
at City Hall in January of 1971. On 
May 21, 1975S, Mr. Rosalio Gonzalez 
also informed City Council, through 
a letter, that he also had seen the 
Chapman Avenue Master Plan and 
that he supported my statement that 
an alignment for Chapman Avenue 
was established. On Aug. 22, 1975, 
former Placentia Councilman Alfon- 
zo Orosco, who voted on the 
adoption of the Master Plan of 
Streets and Highways for The City of 
Placentia, also wrote a_ letter 
supporting the fact that Chapman 
Avenue had an alignment since 
1961. 

2. Verbally, I have asked you for 
any Chapman Avenue Master Plan 
and you have denied having any. 

3. On Dec. 6, 1973, after six hours 
of reviewing past City Council 
minutes, I found a document, 
Ordinance #247, which represents 
the Master Plan of Streets and 
Highways of The City of Placentia. 
Said ordinance states that said map 
is to be placed on file in the office of 
the City Clerk for the purpose of 
identification and reference. At that 
time I asked you if you had said map 
in your files and you stated that you 
did not, that all maps were kept by 
the Planning Department. On Dec. 
12, 1973, I wrote a letter to City 
Council asking for the Master Plan 
of Streets and Highways. (See 
attached letter dated 12-12-73. this 
letter was never acknowledged by 
City Council). 

4. On April 7, 1975 I located 
Ordinance #246 which was adopted 
for the purpose of protecting and 
improving the master street and 
highway plan of the city of Placentia. 
On the same day, I contacted Mayor 


Pro Tem Michael Callahan and, 


informed him of this very extensive 
and precise ordinance. He, in turn, 
wrote a letter to City Administrator 
Edwin Powell asking for information

on Ordinances #246 and #247. (See 
attached letter dated 4-7-75). 

S. On April 9, 1975, a memo 
signed by City Engineer Ben 
Minamide and Planning Director 
Thomas Nelson, in reply to Mayor 
Pro Tem Callahan's letter stated 
that the Master Plan of Streets and 
Highways of The City of Placentia 
(which is approximately 3% ft. by 6 
ft. in size) could not be located in the 
City Clerk’s file. 

6. Because of the above 
statement, on April 13, 1975 I 
contacted you and advised you that 
the absence of said map from your 
files might be in violation of the law. 
You responded that you did not have 
such a map in your file, but that you 
were going to ask for it through a 
memo to Mr. Powell. 

7. Two days later, April 15,1975, 
you delivered some portions of said 
map (xerox copies) to me at my 
office. If you remember correctly, 
Mayor George De Jesus was at my 
office when this took place. Later 
that evening, at approximately 7 
p.m., you showed me the 3% ft. by 6 
ft. map at your office. 

8. On May 8, 1975S, during a 
meeting with Mr. Minamide and 
Mr. Nelson, I once more asked these 
two gentlemen for precise alignment 
maps or any kind of master plans for 
Chapman Avenue from Placentia 
Ave. to Kraemer Blvd. and they 
denied having any. 

9. On Dec. 9, 1975, ina staff report 
for a Planning Commission meeting, 
the precise alignment map for 
Chapman Avenue from 100 ft. east 
of Anned Dr. to Kraemer Blvd. was 
mentioned. I find that this particular 
map shows being funded by Arterial 
Highway Financing Program No. 
369. The Project Limits on this map 
are from Bradford Ave. to Kraemer 
Blvd. It also show ultimate 
right-of-way widths in yellow 
coloring from Bradford Ave. to 
Kraemer Blvd. It illustrates a 
curvature (or re-aligning) that was 
recommended by the County of 
Orange. It shows an abandonment of 
right-of-way on the south-west 
corner of Angelina and Chapman. 
The abandonment is per Resolution 
No. 70-R-166, dated Sept. 1, 1970. 
Said resolution states on page 2, 
lines 13 and 14, ‘‘Reference is made 
to a Map on file in the Office of the 
City Clerk showing location of 
proposed vacation’’. 

10. Do you have the above 
mentioned map vacating that certain 
portion of Chapman Avenue 
right-of-way? If so, may I see it? 

11. At this time I would like to 
point out that your letter fails to 
acknowledge my request for a 
cerified copy of the Jan. 19, 1976 
City Council Special Meeting 
minutes, which dealt with the 
Chapman Avenue widening. Mayor 
De Jesus has advised me that these 
minutes have not been approved by 
City Council. As City Clerk, I ask you 
now, can these minutes be legally 


approved since we now have a new 
City Council? 

12. As per Mr. Minamide’s 
memorandum, the following streets 
do not have precise alignments: 
Melrose, Madison and Bradford. It 
seems odd that protions of these 
streets have been widened to their 
ultimate without a precise plan, yet, 
Chapman Ave. needed a precise 
plan for its widening. As I stated in 
my Oct. 26, 1975 letter to City 
Council, I say the basis for the 
development of streets in Placentia 
has been The Master Plan of Streets 
and Highways of The City of 
Placentia. My claim is further 
supported by the Placentia Muni- 
cipal Code Book. It reads on page 
306, Section 22.20.010, item (h) 
‘Streets shall conform as_ to 
alignment and width to the official 
master plan of streets and highways 
of the city’’. The newly adopted 
precise alignment for Chapman 
Avenue does not conform with this 
code. 

Your letter states that it took you 
three weeks to answer my letter due 
to the fact that you researched my 
requests and statements thorough- 
ly. You complimented yourself for 
doing your homework well and you 
recommended that I do the same. 
Mr. Ponce, I was able to answer your 
letter the same day I received it. I 
feel that I have done my homework 
well. It appears to me from your 
letter that you failed to do your 
homework and to perform your 
duties as City Clerk because you 
were not even aware during the time 
period of 1969 to April 13, 1975 of the 
existence of The Master Plan of 
Streets And Highways of The City of 
Placentia that was to be on file in 
your office.

Edison Speaker 
Opposes 15 


‘‘The real purpose of this 
initiative (Proposition 15 on 
the June 8 ballot), is not to 
make nuclear power plants 
safer, but to completely 
shut them down,’’ John 
Milton Kennedy, a spokes- 
man for Southern California 
Edison Company told mem- 
bers of the Placentia 
Chamber of Commerce last 
week. 

‘United States nuclear 
power plants have a perfect 
safety record. The fuel used 
in a nuclear powey plant is 


completely different from: 


that used in a bomb,” 
Kennedy explained. ‘‘In a 
power plant the fuel is so 
diluted that there is no way 
to make it explode,’’ he 
continued in attacking some 
of the provisions in 
Proposition 15. 

‘We all live all our lives 
in a veritable shower of 
radiation from both the 
earth and outer space,’’ he 
continued. ‘‘It is estimated 
that if right now all our 
energy came from nuclear 


power plants, we would 
receive only about one- 
tenth of one per cent 


radiation from that source 
as we already do and have 
been constantly since man’s 
advent on this earth. 

‘One x-ray examination, 
if complete enough, could 
give you many times the 
amount of radiation you 
would receive living next to 
a nuclear power plant all of 
your life,"’ the speaker 
continued. ‘‘Watching tele- 
vision one hour a day would 
give you more radiation. 

“All nuclear power 
plants are designed with 
defense in depth,’’ Kenne- 
dy explained, ‘‘which is a 
way of*saying redundancy 
in safety build up. The 
nuclear plant at San Onofre 
and its two components, are 
designed with at least four 
major barriers, one inside 
the other with several 
backup safety systems. The 
possibility of all of them 
failing at any one time, is 
one in one billion or one in 
ten billion years.”’ 

If nuclear energy is 
phased out, Kennedy warn- 
ed ‘‘the entire economy is at 
stake. Edison would have to 
buy about 20 million more 
barrels of oil every year,

which would cost our 
customers about 300 million 
dollars. Fuel oil costs about 
13 times as much. 

‘It's time we put an end 
to the ‘emotional debate 
about eletric power alterna- 
tives, because the simple 
fact is we don’t fave any,”’ 
Kennedy emphasized. 

‘‘We are fortunate that 
nuclear power has demon- 
strated itself to be safe, 
effective, smog free and has 
come along in the nick of 
time to rescue us from an 
otherwide impossible di- 
lemma. If anybody wanted 
to bring this nation to its 
knees they would impair the 
development of power or 
energy,’’ the speaker add- 
ed. 


Kennedy said that he 
believed that Proposition 15 
‘‘is an outright hoax. Most 
voters have no way to 
evaluate the real effects in 
this long, complicated bill. 

“It seems ironic. that 
California voters are being 
asked by the proponents of 
this initiative to shut down 
in the name of safety, an 
‘industry that has a perfect 
safety record. No one has 
ever been killed or even 
injured as the result of a 
nuclear accident in any U.S. 
commercial nuclear power 
plant.” 


The Proposition also 
deals with nuclear wastes. 
Kennedy stated, ‘*As far as 
nuclear power plants are 
concerned, there is very 
little of it. Of all the radio 
active waste now being 
stored in the United States, 
more than 99 per cent of it, 
is from nuclear weapons 
development, not from 
power plants. A plant that 
could supply electricity for a 
city of over a_ million 
population, will produce in 
one year’s time a little over 
2'2 cubic feet of nuclear 
active waste. The radio 
active material is mixed 
with other matieral which 
can. be stored - safely, 
Kennedy concluded.
